ROAD MUST COME THROUGH RENO 


I Railroad Man Passing Through This 


City Gives the Journal an Im- 


portant Interview 


iould Is LooKing for the 


Shortest Line and Can- 


not Parallel S. P. 


There has been much discussion re- 


cently regarding the probable course 
:>£ the Western Pacific railroad thro- 
ugh this State and the Journal has 
oeen alone In supporting the theory 
that the "Western Pacific 
Company 


would not parallel the Southern Paci- 
fic line, but would seek the shortest 
course across the State, which means 
the construction of its line from a point 
on the Denver & Rio Grande raiiroad 
in Utah, where it bends northward to 
Salt Lake, thence crossing to the vicin- 
ity of Carson, coming north through 
Reno and crossing the Beckwith pass. 


A railroad man, who was passing- 


through Reno yesterday on his way to 
the coast, and who has given the pro- 
posed route of the Western Pacific 
Company considerable study, submitted 
to the 
following interview for the 


Journal: 
"Northing can, or should be of more In- 
terest to the citizens of Reno than the 
plans and purposes of the Western Pa- 
cific and the extension o£ some eastern 
railroad to connect with it and thua 
form another trans-continental 
rail- 


road. 


"We cannot expect at this stage of 


affairs to be officially advised of the 
Intentions of financial giants who have 
another trans-continental road in view 
but out newspaper friends should re- 
frain from building overland roads to 
suit their fancy or inclination as to 
location and instead thereof, study the 
maps and look up the mileage of the 


different roads and work in a little 
common sense when they outline a 
route for the next overland road. Ac- 
cepting it as a fact that it will be the 
Gould system which will build through 
Nevada and connect with the 'Western 
Pacific, we find that the Gould system 
is a competitor from 
Chicago and 


other points east, to Ogden with the 
Union Pacific system. We find further 
that the distance fiom Chicago to 
Ogden, via the C. and N. W. railway 
andPU. P. railway is 1493 miles, while 
by the C. B. & Q., and Denver and 
Rio Grande railroad C'Gould system) it 
is 1801 miles, or 308 miles longer than 
by the Union Pacific. Now it is a well 
known fact that the ralway having the 
shortest line of road stands the best 
show of securing business, rates and 
other things being equal. Such being 
the case , what object has the Gould 
system in extending v. est from Ogden, 
or even Salt Lake? What is gained by 
it? If they start west from Ogden they 
start with a handicap of 308 miles. 
If 
they start west 
from Salt Lake 


they will do so with over. 270 miles 
agaJnst them. Can they overcome that 
distance by shooting north and west 
from Ogden or even direct and west 
from Salt Lake. Not much . When we 
speak of an overland road it becomes 
fixed in our minds that all such roads 
run east and west. 
Some do but the 


D. & R. G. railway does not. It may 
be called an east and west road be- 
tween Chicago and Green River, but 
between Ogden and Green River, a dis- 
tance of 223 miles, is a north and south 
road. 
Hence by starting west from 


Green River they would save 223 miles 
and could start from there with only 
a handicap of So miles, arid Instead of 
following the sinuosities of the S. P. 


Company, which was built for mileage, 
coul'd no doubt find a line through 
Nevada and south 
of Eureka 
and 


Austin 
which 
will enable 
them to 


shorten the distance to the extent of 
wiping out 4he handlcau oC 85 miles 
and penetrate that portion of Nevada 
which is known to be fertile and rich 
in numerals, thus contributing a good 
local business to the enterprise. 


More than that, by starting west 


from Green River they will not only 
tap their ISan Pete Vr«}ley branch 
thereby bringing such places as Mante 
and Rihcfleld nearer Denver by over 
one hundred miles, but they must tap 
or cross the Oregon Short Line at 
Lamingtra or at 
Clear Lake, which 


means that there will be an inter- 
hcange 
of 
business 
between those 


roads at such point and the merchan- 
dise to and citrus and other fruits from 
Los Angeles and Southern California 
will thus traverse the shortest route 
across the continent between Chicago 
and Los Angeles. 


This means a good deal to tWe ship- 


pers of 25,000 carloads of oranges. It 
must be evident to all who study the 
situation that such railroad promoters

shorter than the line of his competitor 
or he will be left on overland traffic.

All of his twenty-one pre- 
decessors as Commander of the Army 
began their military careeis as com- 
missioned officeis. 


It has been stafed frequently that 


the chief objection to General Miles on 
the part of his brother offlceis was due 
to the fact that he was not a "West 
Point man 
The same cause for com- 


plaint is to be found in the case of 
the new commanding general 


Geimeial Young is the thud man 


•v\ho has come from civil life, as dis- 
tinguished fiom those who have gone 
thiough the academy, to attain the 
command of the army. The first, after 
it became possible to appoint a West 
Point graduate, to achieve that position 
was General Winfield Scott, who be- 
came commander in 1841, thirty-nine 
years after the establishment of the 
academy 
He entered the army from 


civil life as, a captain of aitlllery. Since 
Scott all the commanders of the army 
except Miles have been West Point- 
ers 


But the new commanding general is 


a sodier fiom the ground up, without 
any fuss or feathers. He is not a me- 
dal of honor man, but one who quiet- 
ly and faithfully pei formed his duties 
at all times, and is recognized as a 
tiieless fighting general who is ready 
for duty day or night. He emerged 
from the Civil war with the lespect 
of all his comrades, and perfoimed ex- 
celent service during the Spanish war, 
lated distinguishing himself 
in the 


Philippines. 


Five months 
after he entered the 


Pennsylvania regiment as a private, 
April 25, 1861, he was made a captain 
of volunteers. One year later he was 
piomoted to the grade of major. In 
October, 1864, he had reached the grade 
of Imtenant colonel, and two months 
later was placed in command of his 
tegiment 


April 
ninth, 1865, he was brevet- 


ted brigadiei general of volunteers for 
conspicuous gallantry, and was honor- 
ably mustered out of the service July 
1, 1865 


A year later he was appointed in the 


regular establishment, with the lank 
of second lieutenant 
of the Twelfth 


Regulai Infantry 
July 28 the same 


yeai he was transferred to the caval- 
ly arm of the service, with the tank 
of captain and was assigned to the 
Eighth^ regiment. 


He was not promoted again until 


April 2, 18S3, when he was promoted 
to a lieutenant 
colonelcy, 
and 
was 


transfeired to the Fourth cavaliy 
In 


1897 
he was given another pi emotion, 


this time to the colonelcy of his re- 
giment.

war

i ank of brigadier general of vounteers 
and was assigned to duty at Las Guas- 
imas, Cuba, where there was a lively 
battle in which

command of a light battery, were kill- 
ed. 


This is the battle in which Colonel 


Capron, the father of Captain Capron, 
fought so desperately after his son 
had been killed.

Suddenly one day 
light came, and I saw the proper path clear. God answered 
by prayer. 
The consciousness that we are divin?ly di- 


rected j?ives comfort, coinage, strength, and then the way 
brightens." 


Mr. Rockefeller is Lo be commended for his trust in God 


and he Is right also In saying that there is comfort and 
courage in faith. But the fact that he prays is not in it- 
self conclusive evidence that his business is under divine 
guidance. It is not necessary that aJl Christian people 
shall sanction the Rockefeller method of making money 
Tnerely because Rockefeller prays. In every great war in
